Stories at Variance. 

Otcheck, however, reached at 
Quincy, had an entirely different 
explanation, of how he earned his 
state pay.

He couldn’t 
remember the name of the man 
he reported to in the division and 
was sure he didn’t do the same 
kind of investigating as Green.

A husband’s investigation led 
yesterday to the issuance of 
bigamy warrants against his es- 
tranged wife, Mrs. Bonnie Clare 
Andrews, 24 years old, of 2750 
Bartold avenue, Maplewood, and 
Wilbert Dailey, of 4849A Easton 
avenue. 

The husband, Charles Andrews, 
of 7034 Emma avenue, Jennings, 
stated in an affidavit upon which 
the warrants were based that his 
wife married Dailey in Kansas 
City in 1945 while he, Andrews, 
was serving in the Army overseas. 
Andrews, who is an accountant 
for Armour & Co., alleged that 
Dailey was married at the time 
but was subsequently divorced. 


Mrs. Andrews, who is a petite 
blonde, was arrested last night on 
a warrant issued by Magistrate 
Frank W. Tirrell. She was re- 
leased on bond of $1000 pending a 
hearing May 10. 

Dailey, who is 30 years old, sur- 
rendered to police. today at the 
Deer Street Station when in- 
formed they were seeking him 
for Maplewood police. He told 
police he was married 10 years 
ago to a Miss Loraine Trout at 
St. Charles and that she obtained 
a divorce from him in 1942 while 
he was in the army. A few months 
later, Dailey stated, he married 
Miss Beulah Ferguson at Ap- 
gusta, Ga. They were divorced 
last Tuesday, he said. Dailey said 
that he recalled marrying a wom- 
an whom he did not name while 
on a drinking party in 1945 in 
Kansas City, but described the 
marriage as “illegal and void.” 

Donald V. McKee, attorney for 
Andrews who conducted the inves- 
tigation, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the matrimonial mix- 
up did not gome to light until 
after Mrs. Andrews had filed a 
recent divorce suit at Clayton al- 
leging general indignities and 
seeking custody of their two 
young children. Andrews then 
filed’ a cross bill for divorce. He 
also requested custody of the chil- 
dren and alleged that his wife as- 
sociated with three men, naming 
Dailey as one of them. - 

The Andrewses were married

The minister had 
obtained information that liquor 
was being sold to minors there. 

He waited in the police car 
while Detective Sgt. Leslie V. 
Woodward, Detective Philip T. 
Dwyer and Thomas Coleman, dis- 
trict supervisor for the state liquor 
control department, investigated. 
The officers arrested the tavern 
owner, who said he was Tony 
Manzulo, and a waitress, who 
identified herself as Miss Dorothy 
Shea, after the detectives saw 
three girls seated at a table with 
beer bottles in front of them. 

One girl said she was 14 years 
old and the other two said they 
were 17. Under state law, no one 
under 21 may be served intoxicat- 
ing liquor, which includes 5 per 
cent beer. The waitress said she 
did not ask the girl their ages. 

State warrants will be sought 
by police Monday charging the 
tavern owner and waitress with 
selling intoxicating Mquor to mi- 
nors. Both also are to appear in 
Police Court May 2 on city 
charges of violating liquor or- 
dinances. 

Police Board Statement.

Both developments whittled away 
at the outer fringes of this Ad- 
ministration coalition. Before the 
President’s press conference, a 
House Administration leader esti- 
mated the Wood bill could be de- 
feated by a 60-vote margin. After 
it he figured on a 20-vote margin. 
And after yesterday he wasn’t 
talking figures. 

“I still think we can beat the 
Wood bill,” he told reporters, “but 
only if Speaker Rayburn takes 
the floor before the vote, calls on 
all Democrats to support the par- 
ty, and specifies the amendments, 
one by one, which the Administra- 
tion will accept to the Lesinski 
bill.” 

These amendments, as the Post- 
Dispatch told Thursday, are five 
in number. They would reinforce 
the authority of the President to 
cope with strikes which threaten 
national emergencies; write into 
the law an explicit “free speech” 
guarantee for employers; require a 
loyalty pledge by representatives 
of both uniohs and management; 
require unions to bargain collec- 
tively, and require unions to file 
financial statements. 

Members of the House Labor 
Committee, and President Truman 
himself at that same Thursday 
press conference, have refused to 
acknowledge acceptance of these 
concessions. The House Adminis- 
tration leader previously quoted 
said spreading the word informal- 
ly that these amendments would 
be accepted would not be suffi- 
cient to hold in line enough votes 
to approve the Lesinski bill. It 
would require a flat statement 
from the floor of the House by 
Speaker Rayburn, he said. 

Rayburn told reporters he would 
take the floor just before the vote 
on the Wood bill. He was not 
ready to disclose just what he 
would say when that happens. 

Fails Twice to Get Votes. 

Representative Kelley (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, tried twice yester- 
day to bring the Wood bill to a 
vote but failed, the first time by 
an 82-vote margin, the second 
time by a 26-vote margin. His 
strategy was to bring the Dill to 
a vote with as few of the “sweet-

Truman Eligible for Army Pension 


Of $82.50 on Leaving Presidency 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (UP)— 
President Truman can draw a life- 
time retirement pension of $82.50 


a month when he leaves the White 
House, the unofficial magazine 
Armed Forces said yesterday. He 
will be eligible for the annuity, 
not for his service as President, 
but for his 30 years service as a 
colonel in the Army Artillery Re- 
serve Corps, the magazine said. 

Retirement pay for members of 
the civilian components of the 
armed forces who serve a mini- 
mum of 20 years was established 
by a bill which Truman himself 
signed into law last year. 

As long as he is President, Tru- 
man is ineligible for the pension. 
A long-standing federal law pro- 
hibits government officials from 
drawing more than $3000 a year in

Government Employes Re- 
ported Ordered From 
Town — ‘Stalingrad 
Stand’ Promised by 
Metropolis Defender.

SHANGHAI, April 30 (AP)— 
Communist columns today rolled 
to within 23 miles of Hangchow 
in an apparent move to knock out 
that anchor to the whole National- 
ist position on the Shanghai front. 

The newspaper Sin Wan Pao 
said government employes in 
Hangchow had been ordered to 
leave and that locally organized 
militia took over police duties.

Rail Traffic Cut Off. 

Rail traffic between Shanghai 
and Hangchow was cut off and it 
was believed the Reds moving 
along the Soochow~Hangchow line 
have by-passed Kashing and cut 
between there and Hangchow, the 
last rail escape route from Shang- 
hai to the rest of Nationalist 
China, 

The Shanghai garrison commu- 
nique said that one Communist 
column had reached Teching, 23 
road miles north of Hangchow. 
Earlier the garrison said National- 
ist troops had withdrawn from 
Wukang, 12 miles west of Teching. 

The garrison communique said 
Red troops in the vicinity of Kun- 
shan, on the railway 35 miles west 
of Shanghai, had moved but little. 
Nationalist troops were said to be 
“vigilantly watching” them. 

The communique said that units 
of. the Communist Twenty-ninth 
Army, based on Soochow, to the 
west of Kunshan, now also were 
advancing toward Shanghai. They 
carried with them some artillery.

‘Conflicting world opinions about 


“right and wrong,” say John Fos- 
ter Dulles, have made the United 
Nations fearful that enforcing a 
positive decision might start a 
war, 

Dulles, a United States delegate 
to the U.N. General Assembly, told 
a symposium of the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary last night: 

“The division is so sharp that 
the United Nations does not dare 
to use even the modest enforce- 
ment power it actualiy possesses, 
lest it precipitate a war through 
trying to impose the will of a scant 
majority upon a ‘determined, con- 
vinced and powerful minority.” 

He said the conflict of views 
concerns “what is right and what 


‘is wrong national conduct and

REDS SETTLE ROW 


WITH BRITISH OVER 
BARGES IN BERLIN 


BERLIN, April 30 (UP) — The 
Russians agreed today to keep 
hands off British barges in west- 
ern Berlin’s waterways and re- 
leased three British soldiers seized 
last night while they were trying 
to retrieve livestock from Soviet 
zone rustlers. 

The Soviet actions removed two 
minor obstacles that had threat- 
ened to complicate British-Russian 
relations at a time when lifting of 
the Berlin blockade appeared im- 
minent. 

The waterways agreement, 
reached by Brig. E. R. Benson, 
British deputy commander of Ber- 
lin, and Maj. Gen, P. A. Kvashnin, 
Soviet transport chief, was under- 
stood to call for freedom of move- 
ment on western Berlin's canals 
for both British and Russian li- 
censed barges. 

The dispute erupted Wednesday 
when the Russians, who technical- 
ly control all Berlin’s canals under 
an old four-power agreement, 
stopped British barges in the Brit- 
ish sector of Berlin. Next day, 
armed British military police 
seized three control locks and an- 
nounced their intention of remain- 
ing there to insure the free pass- 
age of British barges. 

The three British soldiers seized 
last night had crossed into the 
Russian zone while pursuing 40 
Soviet zone police who had raided 
a western Berlin city government 
farm. The eastern Berlin police 
had made off with 36 cows, eight 
pigs, 12 sheep and 34 horses, Brit- 
ish officials said. The farm's 
buildings are in the British sector 
and its grazing lands in the Soviet 
zone.

But he insisted 
the commission found no proof 
of charges that German prisoners 
had been beaten, maimed by kicks 
in the groin, had suffered broken 
jaws and the loss of teeth, or had 
been starved or otherwise mis- 
treated. 

“T did not find any proof of 
beatings and I looked for it,” he 
said. 

Earlier in the day the subcom- 
mittee had heard James P. Bailey, 
veteran court reporter from Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., give an account of 
what he termed “brutal, sadistic” 
treatment of the German prison- 
ers. He said the Germans were 
beaten and tormented by three in- 
| vestigators, all natives of Europe, 
who themselves had been victims 
of Nazi mistreatment. 

Simpson told the committee 
Bailey’s testimony was the first 
“proof” he had heard that there 
had been any mistreatment. 

Under questioning, Simpson 
conceded that he had talked to 
none of the prisoners, had not 
asked doctors or dentists to in- 
vestigate charges of torture and 
injury and failed to follow up on 
one affidavit making such 
charges. 

New Criticism by McUarthy. 

As Bailey concluded his descrip- 
tion of alleged improper methods, 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, remarked: “These Malmedy 
trials were worse than anything 
we accused the Russians of 
doing.” 

McCarthy demanded the dis 
missal of any Army officers, still 
in uniform, who took part in the 
alleged misconduct. 

Senator Baldwin (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, chairman of the sub- 
committee, told a reporter the 
group may carry its investigation 
to Europe.

“If you'd consider doing e 
same thing in the United States, 
you'd get an idea as to whether 
that’s big or not.” 

Lawrence Wilkinson, a New 
York banker and orfe of Clay’s top 
advisers, called the committee re- 
port “a low comedy.” 

The committee, which went to 
Germany last year to investigate 
the decartelization program for 
the then Secretary of the Army 
Kenneth Royall, said that not a 
single German combine or monop- 
Oly has been eliminated during the 
four years of American occupa- 
tion. 

The committee laid the blame 
primarily on Clay’s three top offi- 
cials in charge of the decarteliza- 
tion program—Economic Adviser 
Lawrence Wilson, Deputy Eco- 
nomic Adviser Phillips Hawkins 
and Richard Bronson, chief of the 
decartelization branch.

Y ANGTZE CROSSING 
EASED BY SECRET 
AGENT, REDS REPORT 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 30 
(AP)—A dramatic “secret agent” 
story of the Yangtze river cross- 
ing was broadcast by the Chinese 
Communist radio. 

The broadcast said that at dawn 
on the day before the Red armies 
crossed the river April 21, a Red 
sentry on the central north bank 
saw a long, black object half- 
submerged at the river’s edge. 

“It turned out to be a bundle 
of water-logged rushes on which 
lay a nearly naked man, too para- 
lyzed by cold even, to stand up in 
the shallow water,” said the broad- 
cast. 

Revived by the sentry, “he put 
his hand to his mouth and took 
out a tiny bottle, carefully sealed 
with wax but no thicker than his 
little finger. 

“Inside was a tight roll of thin 
paper covered with writing and 
drawing which could only be de- 
ciphered with a lens. The draw- 
ings were carefully drawn maps 
of the south bank of the river, 
showing Kuomintang (Nationalist) 
fortifications.” 

Also included were detailed 
plans of south-bank guerrilla op- 
erations. 

The broadcast said the agent’s 
information “considerably helped 
the crossing.”

GEN. CLAY CONFIRMS DEATH 
SENTENCE OF HIMMLER AID 


BERLIN, April 30 (AP)—Gen.. 
Lucius D. Clay today confirmed 
the death sentence pronounced on 
Oswald Pohl, Heinrich Himmler’s 
No. 2 man in terror, but Pohl won 
a stay of execution pending an 
appeal to the United States courts. 

Pohl was convicted in the 
Nuernberg trials in November 1947 
of high crimes against hcmanity. 
The court held he had major re- 
sponsibility in rounding up and 
committing atrocities against 
slave labor, prisoners of war, 
civilian populations of occupied 
countries, and others. 

Clay also confirmed the prison 
sentences of 13 other Germans 
tried with Pohl. Their sentences 
ranged from 10 years to life. How- 
ever, he retained for further study 
the death sentences imposed on 
two of Pohl’s co-defendants, Franz 
Eirenschmalz, deputy in charge of 
concentration camp construction, 
and Karl Sommer, a supervisor of 
camp inmates.

DONNELL STILL UNSATISFIED 
ON U.S. ROLE IN ALLIANCE 


Despite Assurances, He Thinks Troops May 


Have to Be Stationed. in Europe —

WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP)— 
President Truman's top-ranking 
lieutenants have failed to convince 
at least two Senators that. the 
North Atlantic security alliance is 
the way to peace. 

Senators Donnell (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, and Watkins (Rep.), Utah, 
told a reporter they want fo know 
more specifically what America's 
commitments would be to help de- 
fend a European nation against 
attack under the 12-country pact. 
They said they still are not con- 
vinced that American t will 
not be called to duty in Europe, 
In the last three days, the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
has heard testimony from Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson; 
Warren R. Austin, chief United 
States delegate to the United Na- 
tions; Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson, and W. Averell Harri- 
man, special’ representative of the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration. | 

They all urged ratification of 
the treaty—which requires a two- 
thirds vote of the Senate. 

“They have talked in generali- 
ties,” Watkins said. “They have 
been special pleaders. Not one of 
them except Johnson has given us 
any facts.” 

Watkins said he wants to know 
the military strength of the North 
Atlantic powers, what they will 


need to meet an emergency, 
what the United States must con- 
tribute. 


He said he may ask the Senate 
to amend the treaty to spell out 
specifically what this country is 
guaranteeing to Europe. 

Donnell agreed. He argued that 
the intent of the treaty is to form 
an alliance with such “overwhelm- 
ing strength” that Russia would 
be “stopped in her tracks” in case 
of an attack. 

“What is it going to take to do 
this?” Donnell asked. “Can it be 
done without United States troops 
in Europe before the attack be- 
gins?” 

Acheson said, durfftg his appear- 
ance before the committee, that 
the pact would not require the 
United States to send troops 
abroad prior to an attack. How- 
ever, Donnell said that if Euro- 
pean armies alone could not hold 
a line against a Russian attack 
until American a could 
be mobilized, it would mean that 
United States combat forces would 
have to be stationed abrgad per- 
manently. 

Although declaring that his

CUT DOWN BY NAVY 


New Observatory in Florida 
to Reduce Aberration to 
| Second in 300 Years. 


| WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP)— 
|The United States Naval Observa- 
|tory, trying to keep your watch 
accurate, has set up a station in 
Florida to correct an error that 
runs as much as four one-thou- 
sandths of a second some days. 
That is a pretty bad error, sci- 
entists told the American Physical 
Society today. They didn’t project 
it, but multiply it by the 365 days 
in a year and your watch is off 
nearly a second and a half in 12 
months. 

Of course nothing as bad as that 
has really happened. It’s a matter 
of error in observation of the 
stars. Tomorrow’s observations 
straighten it out. But if tomor- 
row’s error goes the other way, 
the timepiece that was .004 second 
fast today may be that much slow 
tomorrow. 

The observatory is in Washing- 
ton. The new station is in Rich- 
mond, Fla., where the weather is 
better. Dr. Paul Sollenberger of 
the observatory said the Washing- 
ton errors come from blurring of 
images in the telescopes caused by 
atmospheric conditions. 

With the better view in Florida, 
plus the chance to check on down 
to one part in 10 billion. That 
would keep you on time within 
about one second in three cen- 
turies.

Pravda quoted Communist May 
day slogans including “friendship 
of the peoples of the Soviet Un- 
ion, the U.S.A. and Britain is the 
best guarantee «- )-ting peace.” 

A dispatch from Associated Press 
Correspondent Eddy Gilmore in 
Moscow, received last night, said 
the possibilities that the Berlin 
blockade may be lifted and the 
Council of Foreign Ministers re- 
sume meetings were viewed with 
extreme caution by the Russians. 

Gilmore, whose dispatch passed 
through Russian censorship, re- 
ported that Moscow newspapers 
for two days had refrained frem 
mention fo those two subjec*«.

Arthur Gaeth, Washington news 
analyst for the American Broad- 
casting Co., ex - Congressman 
Charles J. Kersten of Milwaukee, 
former member of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, 
and Max Lerner, a contributing 
editor of New Republic. 

Dr. Elliott, who is staff director 
of the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, viewed the Commu- 
nist party as a “clear and present 
danger” to American security and 
called for legislation that would 
deny the privilege of citizenship 
to persons who “take orders from 
Moscow” and announce they 
would not fight in event of a war 
with Russia. 

“Any time a man in public of- 
fice can steal papers and get off 
because of a statute of limitations, 
the law needs tightening up,” he 
declared. “I support the right to 
get a free hearing for free ideas, 
but an idea that comes directly 
from Moscow is not free, and a 
professor with a Communist card 
in his pocket is not a free agent.” 

Sharp Distinction. 

Dr. Elliott drew a sharp dis- 
tinction between fellow travelers 
and persons who vote Communist, 
on the one hand, and “a hard, 
disciplined corps of agents con- 
spiring and accepting orders from 
Moscow,” on the other. In an 
earlier address, he said it would 
be unwise to outlaw Communism 
as a voting party, but called for 
expulsion of Russian agents. 

Vigilante methods of combating 
Communism, liberals who ‘fail to 
be alert to the Soviet menace and 
“fellow travelers of choice” who 
become Communist “hostages” 
subject to blackmail are threats 
to freedom, he warned. 

The educator denounced “sim- 
Ple-minded scientists” who accept 
the materialistic interpretation of 
history propounded by Commu- 
nists. He referred to the recent 
“world peace” conference in New 
York, presided over by Dr. Harlow 
Shapley, Harvard astronomer, as 
a “dog and pony show” for which 


_Moscow “cracked the whip.” 


“Einstein may be a towering 
genius in the realm of physics— 

d he is—but in the name of all 
tint’ merciful why should Ein- 
tain’s opinions on politics be 
worth anything?” Dr. Elliott 
asked. “He never engaged in or 
studied politics.” 

Weapon Against Communism. 

Gaeth argued that the best way 
to combat Communism is not by 
suppression of civil liberties or 
creation of hysteria and distrust 
but by operation of a system pro- 
moting economic opportunity and 
‘political liberty and justice. 

“Those who seek to protect 
huge profits, who oppose social 
security for the people, who would 
undermine trade unionism and the 
doctrine of free collective bar- 
gaining, and who spread the 
witch-hunt atmosphere are a 
much greater menace to the 
American democracy of Franklin, 
Jefferson, Lincoln and Roosevelt 
than the rather piddling endeav- 
ors of a relatively small group of 
dissatisfied individuals who in 
this country have seized upon the 
Communist ideology,” he declared. 

Kersten cited the CIO United 
Electrical Workers’ Union as an 
example of the Communist danger 
through infiltration. About 450 
Communist party members gained 
control of this union of 600,000 
workers, he asserted. 

“There are 75,000 to 100,000 peo- 
ple in this country dedicated to 
furthering the interests of Soviet 
foreign policy who are in key posi- 
tions and able to create deadly 
havoc when the word is given,” he 
asserted. 

“A Ridiculous Philosophy.” 

Lerner contended that Commu- 
nism has no roots in America and 
its philosophy appears “alien and 
ridiculous to the American men- 
tality.” 

“I have only scorn for the pip- 
squeak minds that play at being 
Communists and have pity for 
those who end up in the intellec- 
tual and moral straitjacket of 
Communism,” he stated. “But I 
am concerned for our freedom be- 
cause of hysteria, Government 
purges and congressional commit- 
tee investigations. I hold with 
Mr. (Thomas) Dewey that there is 
adequate legislation to deal with 
actual sedition and actual trea- 
son.” . 

Lerner said the freedom of 
speech guaranteed in the First 
Amendment to the Constitution 
was meant to extend to “danger- 
ous” speech and ideas, pointing 
out that only when an idea leads 
to overt action is there sedition. 


We need military defense, 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion, the Marshall plan, but the 
biggest insurance of our freedom 
and democracy is to continue the 
tradition of American dynamism.”

MORE THOROUGH CANCER 
EXAMINATIONS ARE URGED 


Many doctors are not doing a 
sufficiently thorough job of exam- 
ining their patients for cancer, Dr. 
Fred W. Stewart, pathologist at 
New York’s Memorial Hospital for 
Cancer and Allied Diseases, said 
here yesterday following a tumor 
clinic at Jewish Hospital for Mid- 
western pathologists. If all doc- 
tors examined their patients with 
sufficient care, the death rate 
could be “reduced materially,” he 
said. 

He said there is a “crying need” 
for more trained personnel in can- 
cer control, and declared that the 
number of persons with cancer 
who recover from the _ disease 
could be doubled if enough trained 
personnel were available to ex- 
amine and treat them properly. 
Many cancer deaths, he said, are 
the result of “an uneducated pub- 
lic and an uneducated profession.” 

Dr. Stewart was the moderator 
of the conference, at which about 
100 pathologists learned about re- 
cent developments in diagnosis of 
cancer. The meeting, organized 
by Dr. S. H. Gray of Jewish Hos- 
pital, was sponsored by the St. 
Louis Pathological Society and the 
St. Louis chapter of the American 
Cancer Society.

The university administration 
has indicated its desire to admit 
Negroes as soon as possible, the 
editorial pointed out and has in 
fact enrolled them in many of the 
graduate schools. But the admin- 
istration “must move slowly and 
wisely and the Student Committee 
for the Admission of Negroes or 
any other agency has not the 
right to assume that it will not 
continue to do so.”

Three Isms 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The word “Socialism” has come to be 
used in so many different senses that 
it is not surprising that the uninformed 
have difficulty in distinguishing between 
correct and incorrect uses of the term. 

But the letter signed “R. E. W.” at- 
tempting to show a practical identity of 
Socialism with Communism, uses lan- 
guage which cannot properly be applied 
to any variety of Socialism which has 
ever been instituted or proposed any- 
where in the world. It is not even a 
wholly accurate description of the Rus- 
sian brand of Communism, though it 
does fit this in some respects. 

Communism (in the Russijan sense) is 
@ movement which seeks to establish a 
totalitarian dictatorship based on a 
philosophy of materialism and of chronic 
class war in which “no holds are barred.” 
(Whatever else it may be or claim to be, 
these are the features of Communism 
which make it a menace and prevent it 
from achieving the idealistic goals for 
which it professes to stand.) 


British Socialism, in contrast, repre- 
sents one form (not necessarily the best 
form) of the endeavor to realize by 
peaceful and democratic means a free, 
democratic, co-operative society in which 
every human personality will have the 
fullest opportunity for development in 
all ways that do not limit the equal 
freedom of others, and in which both 
political and economic activities will 
serve the needs of all the people, not 
the special interests of a few. 

It is not Socialism which robs “the 
capable, the industrious, the thrifty and 
provident of the fruits of their labors 
and self-denials.” It is capitalism which 
does this, by its “boom-and-bust” cycles, 
by its inflation, cutting the value of the 
dollar saved or earned, followed by de- 
fiation, cutting the value of other prop- 
erty owned, and by its inability to main- 
tain full employment and full production 
except when a large proportion of in- 
dustrial activity is diverted from the 
production of consumer goods to arma- 
ments. It is not Socialism but capi- 
talism which tends to “kill production” 
and “reduces the standard of living for 


the masses.”

Capitalism provides plenty of incen- 
tives and rewards for grabbing all that 
one can at the expense of one’s neigh- 
bors; Socialism would substitute greater 
incentives to co-operation, mutual aid 
and the practice of the Golden Rule. 

' As for “special privileges to the 
masses,” the expression is meaningless 
if “the masses” means everybody, since 
opportunities enjoyed by all alike are not 
special privileges. If “the masses” means 
only the most underprivileged group, it 
is not the Socialists, but “enlightened” 
conservatives like Senator Taft who 
would single out this group for “public 
charity” in such matters as housing, 
health insurance, etc., “to induce them 
to follow their false leadership.” 

If it is a question of “subsidies,” crit- 
fies of Socialism should remember the 
huge subsidies which have been will- 
ingly accepted by capitalistic “free en- 
terprise” in\the form of tariffs, and 
the even more direct subsidies which 
have been or are being received by the 
railroad, shipping, air transport and 
many other industries in capitalistic 
America. 


The “tyranny, loss of freedom,” etc. 
mentioned in “R.E.W.”’s final para- 
graph are not characteristics which 
British Socialism shares with Russian 
Communism, but on-the contrary are 
among the most important respects in 
which the latter differs from the former. 
Whatever the defects of British So- 
cialism (and no one claims it is per- 
fect), the British people retain complete 
freedom to criticize their government 
openly and to vote it out of power if 
they see fit to do so. | 

It may be worth pointing out that in 
our own country those who talk most 
about the necessity of preserving “free 
enterprise” against both Socialism and 
Communism: are seldom found in the 
forefront of the battle to defend our 
other freedoms, such as freedom of 
speech, of religion, of assembly and of 
the ballot, at the points where these are 
from day to day most imminently threat- 
ened.

‘ Cartels as Before? 


Charges that the American Military Govern- 
ment is not breaking up the German monopo- 
lies have been made and denied time and again 
for nearly four years. As these are the monopo- 
lies which gave Germany the industrial where- 
withal to plunge the whole world into war twice 
in the past four decades, the American people 
have a keen interest in knowing what is hap- 
pening’ to them. ._ . 

The one meaningful fact is now brought out 
in a report to the Secretary of the Army from 
an investigating’ commission: Not a single Ger- 
man monopoly has been broken up to date. 

Gen. Clay, the American military commander 
in Germany, denies this statement. He says 
the trusts have been smashed on a “big scale.” 
He cites as the record: the break-up of the, I. G. 
Farben chemical octopus, six ‘big banks and 26 
steel and coal companies. 

Breaking up the German trusts is opposed by 
Lawrence Wilkinson, economic adviser to Gen. 
Clay, the commission reports. Mr. Wilkinson, who 
believes competition would retard German re- 
covery, says the report is ‘‘a low comedy.” 

This is the kind of thinking that might be 
expected of an investment banker, preoccupied 
with restoring order so that the industries could 
again produce profits for investors. It is not 
a surprise to find Gen. Clay’s economic ad- 
viser thinking in such a vein, for Mr. Wilkinson 
is 4 brother-in-law of Maj. Gen. William H. 
Draper, in private life a. member of Dillon 
Read & Co., which lent large sums of money 
in Germany after World War I. Gen. Draper was 
one of the chief authors of a report four years 
ago which proposed mild treatment of German 
monopoly. 

Mr. Wilkinson’s thinking is not appropriate 
from the standpoint of a nation that proposes 
to deny German industrial monopolists a chance 
to set fire to the world a third time. 

It is shocking that the military governor has 
emasculated anti-trust policy in Germany, as he 
has done if the commission report is to be be- 
lieved. 

The breaking up of German monopolies is a 
matter of the highest national consequence, to 
the United States. It ought therefore to. be 
decided upon by the highest national authori- 
ties. It ought to be a policy laid down carefully 
and firmly, and held to resolutely. 

The German monopolists are an underground 
operating above ground. 

To disperse their power should be a fixed 
objective of American policy, and it should be 
entrusted only to representatives of Govern- 
ment who believe in it. In taking over the ad- 
ministration of Germany from Gen. Clay, the 
State Department should make this a first or- 
der of business.

Those Ruined Lenders 


An 18 per cent limit on interest rates has been 
voted in the Missouri House, which in the past 
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has had more moderate ideas than the State 


Senate. This puts it up to the Senators to show 
that their chamber is no longer captured or de- 
ceived by the organized lenders who swarm 
about the state capitol. 

If impartial judgment prevails, the rates 
which become law will be no higher than those 
approved by the House. The 18 per cent ceil- 
ing is about twice what a small loan costs today 
in St. Louis banks, and it will provide fair 
profits to well-managed small-loan companies. 
The loan lobby’s goal of 27 per cent would vic- 
timize people of small means who must borrow 
to carry themselves through emergencies. It 
would multiply the swollen profits of the big 
lending chains, and it would bring more lenders 
into the field than are needed to serve the de- 
mand for this kind of credit. 

The lenders say 18 per cent would ruin them, 
but this is a strange complaint. Today, they can 
legally charge only 8 per cent. It is agreed that 
8 per cent is too low a ceiling, so the House of- 
fers to raise the limit to 18 per cent. If a big 
step-up in income like this is ruin for lenders, 
people in other businesses may be wishing the 
same delightful disaster would strike them. 
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Offense: Front-Seat Driving 

It is all right by us that a judge in Los An- 
geles allowed a woman traffic offender a new 
trial because she said she was only obeying 
the back-seat advice of her husband when she 
drove through a pedestrian zone. But in the in- 
terest of even-handed justice, shouldn’t he 
have dealt. sternly with her for being behind the 
wheel taking back-seat advice, instead of being 
in the back seat giving it out, as everybody 
knows she should have been doing? 
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India in the Commonwealth 

A great political and diplomatic triumph is be- 
ing acclaimed in London. That is the discovery 
of a mutually acceptable formula by which In- 
dia could remain a member of the British Com- 
monwealth and still be a republic in accordance 
with her firmly fixed resolve. 

The discovery of a formula can sometimes rep- 
resent as much of a landmark of progress in the 
political sphere as in that of the physical sciences. 
British statesmanship has frequently in the past 
demonstrated the advantages of a flexible consti- 
tution, as well as its own adaptability and re- 
sourcefulness. But never has Britain’s peculiar 
brand of political realism and wisdom been 
shown to better. advantage than in this latest 
feat of diplomacy. 

The Commonwealth will now consist of eight 
members, instead of the previous five, Pakistan 
and Ceylon joining it along with India. Every- 
thing in it will continue unchanged, except that 
the Indian Government has “declared and af- 
firmed India’s desire to continue her full mem- 
bership of the Commonwealth of Nations and 
her acceptance of the King as the symbol of 
the free association of its independent member 
nations and as such the Head of the Common- 
wealth.” | 

In effect, this means that King George will 
function in a dual role. Those members of the 
Commonwealth, like Canada and Australia, 
which want to continue their allegiance to him 
as their King will be free to do so, and those 
that prefer to accept him only as the symbolic 
head of the association will be equally free to 
do so. To give further effect to the change 
the words “British” and “Dominion” have been 
dropped. 

British dominions like Australia have been 
very concerned lest any weakening of the Brit- 
ish Crown’s position as the sole visible link be- 
tween the otherwise completely independent 
member states might destroy the Commonwealth 
itself. The formula that has now been unani- 
mously approved would seem to have removed 
these fears. 

This development means that East and West 
are now united in a fraternal association, based 
on equality and mutual helpfulness, in a way 


that they were never united before. It makes 
one more link in the world-encircling chain of 
free peoples determined to preserve their free- 
dom against the threat of Communism. 
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Time to Use a New Peg 

President Truman is trying to ram a square 
peg into a round hole when he seeks to make 
Mon Wallgren the chairman of the National 
Security Resources Board. This is a most serious 
mistake. There are two good reasons why it is 
not possible to sympathize with the President’s 
view that the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, instead of tabling the nomination, should 
have allowed the entire Senate to pass on the 
nomination. 

First, the chairmanship of this board is, as 
Columnist Marquis Childs wrote, sometimes 
spoken of as being “the most important assign- 
ment in the. nation” next to that of the Presi- 
dent’s own post. Hanson Baldwin, military edi- 
tor of the New York Times, described the board 
months ago as “the ‘super-agency’ which may 
possibly perform in the next war the functions 
of the War Production Board, the War Man- 
power Commission and other government 
agencies of the last war.” It is quite plain that 
the man who heads this agency should be of 
high caliber indeed. 

Second, as Senator and as Governor, Wall- 
gren showed no particular aptitudes which 
would qualify him for the NSRB job. As Mr. 
Childs wrote: “Nothing in Wallgien’s past would 
appear to equip him for this supremely impor- 
tant task.” And as Doris Fleeson said: ‘‘Chair- 
man Tydings (of the Armed Services Comm:t- 
tee) voted for Wallgren and did his best for 
him: he is understood, however, to hold the 
opinion that Wallgren is a minor objective on 
which the President should not waste his time 
and effort.”’ 

It has been nearly three months since Wall- 
gren was nominated. During this time the staff 
of the headless board has deteriorated due to 
resignations and the uncertainty created by lack 
of a leader. Three months of such stagnation 
in any one of the armed services would be un- 
thinkable. It should’ be almost equally unthink- 
able that this deadlock over a lame duck should 
be allowed to cripple a vital defense and security 
agency. , 
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Charter Work Plan 


The 13 St. Louisans called on to write a new 
city charter for St. Louis have started with a 
sound plan of work. Each major task of city 
government—such as finances, personnel, ad- 
ministration, etc.—has been delegated to a work- 
ing committee. Without some such “task force’”’ 
arrangement, the Freeholders could never com- 
plete their spadework and assemble a new char- 
ter within the one-year time limit. 

Before each provision is embodied in the 
Charter, the board as a whole will discuss and 
vote on it. Open meetings of the board are 
scheduled each Thursday afternoon at City Hall, 
making it as easy as possible for the public and 
the press to keep informed. 

All this closely resembles the procedure of 
federal, state and local law-making bodies. -[t 
is the natural way to do the job, so its adop- 
tion is a good omen. It takes more than a 
good organization plan, of course, to produce 
good work. The board has a heavy job cut out 
for it that will need the best efforts of Chairman 
Tucker, Vice Chairman Phillips, Secretary Beck- 
er and all 10 of their colleagues. The munici- 
pal officials and municipal experts who will serve 
and advise the board are in for a busy year. 

And the finished product from all those labors 
will gain in quality if many citizens show a 
keen interest in following the deliberations step 
by step. 
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The Case of Senator Baldwin 


It has been a long time since Washington has 
had a political stir of the kind occasioned by the 
news that Senator Baldwin of Connecticut is to 
resign to take a seat on the highest court of his 
state. 

Senator Baldwin is a first-term Republican, 
elected only three years ago. He has been ten- 
dered a judgeship by Gov. Bowles, a Democrat, 
effective next December, when a seat will be- 
come vacant through a retirement. Gov. Bowles 
presumably will appoint a Democrat.to serve 
until 1950, when Connecticut’s other senator- 
ship, held by Brien MacMahon, also will be be- 
fore the voters. Since Gov. Bowles’ term will be 
up that year, Connecticut will present the un- 
usual spectacle of electing two Senators and a 
Governor at the same time. Jn such 2 situation, 
Chester Bowles will enjoy the national limelight. 

Under these circumstances, the Democrats 
Show poor taste in gloating over the Republican 
discomfiture at further reduction in the Senate 
membership to a lineup of .55 Democrats to 41 
Republicans. And the G.O:P: bleat of disloyalty 
is just as out of place. While Senator Baldwin 
did not have the best of the Republican voting 
records in«he Eightieth Congress, he stood gen- 
erally among the progressive members. He is 
one of the new G.O.P. members who has grown 
tired of being pushed around by the Old Guard. 
If he has been unhappy in the _ seniority- 
controlled Senate and does not particularly like 
Washington, it is wholly understandable that he 
should welcome an opportunity to go to the ju- 
diciary of his home state. 

Actually it is not so strange that Gov. Bowles 
and Senator Baldwin should get together across 
the party line. They have much in common. 
The G.O.P. contingent in Washington would do 
better to ask themselves why Senator Baldwin 
accepted the judgeship rather than rail at him. 
They are as much responsible as Gov. Bowles. 
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It Isn’t Funny 

The Chicago Daily Tribune applauds the 
setback to the proposal for a constitutional 
convention in Illinois as “a victory for free 
men.” Our contemporary in the Windy City 
hails the minority who were able to block a fav- 
orable vote in the House as a gallant band 
of legislators, who couldn’t be intimidated, black- 
mailed or bought.” 

The Tribune then decorates this group of 
heroes at Springfield for valor, courage and 
every other virtue on the battle field. The cita- 
tion reads: 

They saved freedom in Illinois. They ral- 
lied its defenders. From this beginning, 
the greater struggle to rescue the United 
States from Communism and corruption will 
be carried forward. 

What we are wondering is where this leaves 
us in Missouri. We held a constitutional con- 
vention in 1945 and the voters approved the 
result. We modernized our outmoded state char- 
ter of 1875 which was five years newer than the 
1870 model which Illinois cannot even amend. 
So we threw away our Bill of Rights and for- 
feited our liberties? So we opened the way for 
dictatorship in this country? 

It could be funny, but it isn’t.

Why Senators Are “Paired” 


Bertram Benedict in Editorial Research Reports 


Senator A is making a speech beforqa 
Chamber of Commerce in New England 
when an important vote is taken in the 
Senate; the engagement was made several 
months before and cannot be broken, At 
the same time Senator B is in Texas in 
connection with an investigation being con- 
ducted by a Senate committee of which he 
is chairman, 


Senator A, if present, would vote Aye on 
the bill before the Senate. Senator B would 
vote No if he were present. So the two 
agree to be “paired” on the vote—some- 
times by their own arrangement before 
they left Washington, more often by action 
of a party clerk in the Senate. Thus the 
two Senators cancel each other out just 
as if voting in person—and each gets his 
position recorded. 


Senator C is present when the vote is 
taken, and is for the bill. But he haa 
been previously consulted by Senator D, 
opposed to the bill, who has been called 
out of town by the serious illness of 
his daughter at the state university. Sen- 
ator C has agreed to a pair with Sen- 
ator D, so that the latter will have as 
much effect as if voting. Senator C is glad 
to accommodate a colleague, who other- 
wise would leave his daughter’s bedside 
for a hasty flight to Washington. Also, 
Senator C wants to be similarly accommo- 
dated, himself, on another vote next week. 


Before the vote is taken, or else when 
his name is called, Senator C announces 
that he withholds his vote because he is 
paired with Senator D. If free to vote, he 
would vote Aye, and Senator D, if present, 
would vote No. Similar announcements of 
pairs are usually made by the party floor 
leaders. 


Senator E is tied down in his home state 
by his primary fight for renomination. He 
is a Democrat and usually on the opposite 
side from Senator F, Republican, who ex- 
pects to be constantly present in the Sen- 
ate. So the two agree to a “general” pair 
—that is, an indefinite one. 


But comes a vote when the two would 
vote the same way for once. Thereupon 


Senator F rises in his seat and says he 
understands that Senator E would, if pres- 
ent, vote the same way as he, Senator F. 
Therefore, says Senator F, the pair is not 
effective; I am free to vote; and I vote 
Aye (or No, as the case may be). 

A general pair has been arranged also 
between Senator G, an absent Republican, 
and Senator H, a Democrat in attendance. 


But comes a vote which does not involve. 


party alignments and on which Senator H 
doesn’t know Senator G’s position. So he 
announces that, not knowing how Senator 
G would vote, he withholds his vote. 


On certain votes, too many Senators 
are absent for pairs to be arranged for 
all. If it is a vote on which an unpaired 
absentee wants his views known, an an- 
nouncement of his position is made on his 
behalf. 

When a two-thirds vote is required, as in 
consent to the ratification of a treaty, a 
pair must consist of three Senators—two 
on the affirmative, one on the negative 
side. : 

In the new Senate rule on cloture, adopt- 
ed this year, debate can be limited only by 
two-thirds of the total Senate membership 
—and pairs are not counted in the tabula- 
tion of any vote. If pairs were counted, 
percentages would be different. When 42 
Senators vote Aye and 18 No, with 15 pairs, 
the vote, shows 70 per cent support for the 
bill. Counting the pairs, the support is 
63 per cent. 

Pairs on specific bills are much more 
common in the Senate than in the House. 
For one thing, an individual position on a 
bill means much more in a body of 96 than 
in one of 435 members. Also, the Senate 
seldom knows at what particular time a 
vote is to be taken; most important votes 
in the House are fixed for a specific day, 
and members may plan accordingly. 

The House does have many “general 
pairs” between members of different par- 
ties. A general pair does not apply to a 
specific bill, so in itself gives no indica- 
tion of how the participants would have 
voted if present. 


Appleblossoms in a Wilderness

By 
1803 he was in Fort Duquesne (Pittsburgh), 
pressing into the hands of each settler who 
started down the Ohio river a small deer- 
skin bag, containing an ounce of apple 
seed. 

Soon he was drifting down-river 
a bag of seed on his back. He 
gentle sermons on the Swedenborgian fai 
in all the scattered settlements to 
Westward. But mainly he glorified God 


planting apple trees all through the new 
country to bloom and bear for generations 
of Americans. 

It is argued that he had a practical side, 
as displayed by his quick action when he 
heard that Indians were about to raid the 
settlement of Mansfield, O. He made his 
way through deep woods by night to the 
fort at Mt. Vernon, 36 miles away, and 
guided troops back to defend the town. 
But what was impractical about his whole 
approach to life? Records tell that he came 
to the West “intent only on making the 
wilderness fruitful .. . never inflicting pain 
or knowing an enemy.” 

A whole generation of pioneers fought 
the Indians, cleared the forest, and unwit- 
tingly stripped the lahd of much of its fer- 
tility for future generations. Their handi- 
work is still seen in floods and erosion in 
the Ohio valley. 

Johnny Appleseed built for the future in 
his own eccentric but genuinely helpful 
way. When he died an old man in 1845, a 
Fort Wayne stonecutter carved an apple on 
his simple tombstone and added the fitting 
inscription: “He lived for others.”

A Bridge to China

In “Kinfolk” Pearl Buck builds a bridge 
between America and China, and at the 
end she seems to have crossed the bridge 
and be settling down in the China where 
she grew up and where she wrote “The 
Good Earth.” 


“Kinfolk” is the story of the Liang fam- 
ily: Dr. Liang Wen-hua, the distinguished 
scholar who lectures to American women’s 
clubs on Confucian philosophy and cannot 
bear the thought of returning to the flea- 
ridden village of his ancestors; Mrs. Liang, 
his earthy old-fashioned wife, who never 

bothered to get the 
Chinese or English 
languages’ straight- 
ened out; and their 
four children, all edu- 
cated in America.

But James 

was American enough to defy his father, 

and go to China. 
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Mary, the second child, supported James. 
Peter, the third, was a good student of 
physics and of jazz. Louise, the youngest, 
hardly knew that she was Chinese at all. 
But when Louise’s affair with an American 
boy landed her in trouble, Dr. Liang de- 
cided to send all the young children to 
join James in Peking. His own lectures on 
old Chinese culture, he felt, made it im- 
portant for him to stay in America. Mrs. 
Liang yearned for China, but she was too 
Chinese ever to leave her husband. 

Pearl Buck is always at her best when 
writing of China. Through James’ and 
her eyes we see Shanghai, a mongrel city 
where scum from all over the world had 
met to produce a hateful spawn, where 
the rich, foreigners and Chinese alike, 
lived in “a little island of tight luxury 
set in a sea of utter misery.” In Peking 
James senses the lost beauty of a vanished 
world, but is puzzled by the corruption of 
the present. He hears talk of bandits and 
Communists, the terms used as synonyms, 
but meets none.

Peter, a rebel in America, becomes even 
more rebellious in China, where the police 
have qifick ways of dealing with rebels. 
Louise, who had been in’ love with one 
American in New York, falls in love with 
another in China, and proves that inter- 
racial marriage can be a success. Mary 
and Peter, homesick in Peking, make the 
long trek to their filthy ancestral village 
(Liu Chen going with them), and decide 
that their exiled father had been wrong. 
That village is their business. 


Pearl Buck offers no solutions to China’s 
problems. Neither the Communists nor 
the high-level politicians of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s entourage appear in her pages. But 
the reader comes to feel himself a part 
of that vast off-the-railroads China which 
will ultimately determine China’s fate.

Skippy is a marvelous moppet 
who gives piano and Javanese 
dance recitals, plays the violin, 
corresponds with Jan Sibelius and 
studies Chinese, Malay, Spanish 
and Bengali.

These are a tribe of supermen 
he dreamed up himself. They 
people many of his paintings, in- 
cluding one at Petit Pigalle. His 
works, which will be on view here 
a month, are true primitives, lack- 
ing genuine perspective but depict- 
ing with naive charm and pleasing 
color the world of his own imagi- 
nation. 

“The Teenzers,” he said, “do all 
the things I’d like to do. They 
ride dinosaurs and conquer their 
neighbors, the Eenzers, and they 
play all day in a large flowering 
tree growing up out of the middle 
of a lake. If they fall from the 
tree, they drop in the water and 
don’t get hurt.” 


Skippy, who has private tutors 
in his special studies, is the only 
child who attends the Chicago 
School for Adults. His painting 
teacher is his father, a prize-win- 
ning easel painter as well as a 
leading United States muralist. 
Dale Miller, his mother, painted 
portraits before the arrival of 
Skippy and Ladd, now 2 years old. 

Skippy addresses his parents by 
their first names, just as he speaks 
to his other adult friends. His 
interests mostly merge with 
adults’, he finds, but his intense 
absorption in some fields brings 
him closer to boys of 13 and 14. 
He collects insects and rocks, 
studies the stars for hours at a 
time and examines in detail the 
patterns of butterflies and crabs. 
These designs turn up, along with 
watermelons, his favorite food, in 
many of his paintings. 

He speaks impetuously, with an 
adult vocabulary and a more-than- 
adult vividness. There were so 
many crabs on a beach he visited 
in Mexico, he said, that he couldn’t 
count them all.

Visit to Europe Considered, 

Senators of the armed services 
subcommittee investigating the 
Malmedy massacre are consider- 
ing a visit to Europe to continue 
the investigation on the ground. 

For three days, the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee has 
been listening to such top figures 
as Secretary of State Acheson, 
Secretary of Defense Johnson, and 
Warren R. Austin, chief United 
States delegate to the United 
Nations, testify on the need of the 
North Atlantic security alliance, 
and the European rearming pro- 
gram. 

But at least two Senators still 
aren’t convinced of the need of 
such a treaty.

ly indicative of a trend. 

For instance, Representative 
Lanham (Dem.), Georgia, an- 
nounced he would vote for the 
amendments so that the impact 
of the bill on labor would be soft- 
ened if it should become law, but 
that he would vote finally against 
the Wood bill itself, and for the 
Lesinski bill “with certain amend- 
ments.” 

Unless Administration leaders 
are able over the weekend to ar- 
rest: the drift away from the Le- 
sinski bill, however, no one may 
be able to vote for or against it. 
The Wood bill, which preserves 
most Taft-Hartley features, is be- 
ing considered as an amendment 
in the nature of a substitute for 
the Lesinski bill. The first vote 
will be on the Wood bill, and if 
it is approved, there will be no 
vote on the Lesinski bill, amended 
or unamended. 

Three Wood bill amendments 
were approved yesterday. One of- 
fered by Representative Ford 
(Rep.), Michigan, provides that for 
the purpose of voting in National 
Labor Relations Board elections to 
determine a collective bargaining 
agent, strikers shall not be deemed 
to have been permanently re- 
placed and no longer eligible to 
vote until they have been replaced 
for six months. The Wood Dill 
set the period at 90 days; the Taft- 
Hartley Act had no time limita- 
‘tion. . 

Ford’s amendment carried on a 
a teller vote of 202 to 158, with 72 
members of the House absent or 
not voting. The number absent 
or not voting grew as the day 
wore on to 149 of the 432 members 
of the House. The consensus in 
the press gallery was that some- 
what more than 40 Democrats 
voted for the Ford amendment. 
There is no record of a teller vote, 
so an accurate list of how Repub- 
licans and Democrats vote cannot 
be compiled. 

An amendment by Representa- 
tive Morton (Rep.), Kentucky, 
loosened the Wood bill bar on 
secondary boycotts to the extent 
that if a union has a contract 
which permits it to refuse to work 
on struck work it can do so with- 
out violating the law. This is 
now an illegal contract under Taft- 
Hartley and a union unfair labor 
practice under the same law. The 
Morton amendment liberalizes a 
provision in the Wood bill which 
would have limited the right to 
refuse to work on 
to members of the same union 
local, employed by different em- 
ployers. Morton’s amendment car- 
ried on a voice vote. 

Amendment on Injunctions. 

The third Wood bill amendment 
approved was offered by Repre- 
sentative Bentsen (Dem.), Texas. 
It loosens up a Wood bill provi- 
sion which was more restrictive 
nst unions than the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act itself. 

Under the Taft-Hartley Act, the 
NLRB general counsel, after in- 
vestigation and a finding of proba- 
ble cause to believe that a com- 
plaint is justified, can apply for 
an injunction against any unfair 
labor practice. 

Under the Wood bill, the NLRB 
general cousel could have applied 
for an injunction after receiving 
charges of an unfair labor prac- 
tice. There was no requirement 
of an investigation or finding of 


probable cause. 
The Bentsen amendment, car- 


struck work 


ried by a standing vote of 166 to 
117, requires that the NLRB gen- 
eral counsel, before applying for 
an injunction, must do four things 
—investigate the charges filed 
with him; issue a complaint; find 
that irreparable injury would re- 
sult unless the unfair labor prac- 
tice is enjoined, and find that is- 
suance of the injunction is in the 
public interest. 


Two other proposed amend- 


ments lost when put to vote, One, 


by Representative Cavalcante 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, was an 
amateurish effort to break up the 
Republican-Dixiecrat pro-Taft- 
Hartley coalition by attaching as 
an amendment to the Wood Dill 
a fair employment practices pro- 
vision. Representative Powell 
(Dem.), New York, was, among 
those who opposed it. Powell, a 
Negro, said civil rights legisla- 
tion ought to be considered sepa- 
rately. When the ayes and nays 
were taken, there was not a sin- 
ble aye—not even from Caval- 
cante, who had offered the amend- 
ment. 

The other amendment voted 
down was outright repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley Act and _ re-enact- 
ment of the old Wagner Act, with- 
out amendments. This was offered 
by Representative Marcantonio, 
American Labor party, of New 
York. 

Marcantonio’s amendment was 
cheered by the Republicans and 
Dixiecrats, who gave him lots of 
verbal support even if they didn’t 
vote with him. The count by the 
tellers was 275 to 37. 

One of those who welcomed Mar- 
cantonio’s amendment enthusias- 
tically—with oratory but not with 
a vote—was Representative Mich- 
ener (Rep.), Michigan. 

“He may have Communist lean- 
ings,” Michener said of Marcdn- 
tonio, “and I detest Communist 
leanings, but at least he is honest 
when he is a Communist.” Mar- 
cantonio sat silent through this 
eulogy. ., 

Democrats were warned by Rep- 
resentative Jacobs (Dem.), Indi- 
ana, that a vote for the Marcan- 
tonio amendment would be, in ef- 
fect, a vote to keep the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act on the books. 

The situation Marcantonio 
brought about recalled the state- 
ment made to’the Senate Labor 
Committee more than two months 
ago by James B. Carey, secretary 
of the CIO. Carey told the Senate 
committee what the Communists 
really wanted was to keep the 
Taft-Hartley Act on the books. 
European Communists are making 
effective use of it as anti-Amer- 
ican propaganda among the work- 
ers of Europe, Carey said.

“I want to assure you of this de- 
partment’s deep interest in the 
work of the Missouri Basin Inter- 
agency Committee in working fora 
co-ordinated development program 
for the Missouri basin. The Mis- 
souri basin agricultural program 
report now being completed for 
immediate release by this depart- 
ment, will, in my opinion, materi- 
ally strengthen the over-all devel- 
opment program for the basin.” 
Finishing Touches on Program. 

Meanwhile, Gladwin E. Young, 
representative of Brannan’s de- 
partment on interagency, had told 
the committee that the finishing 
touches were being put on the 
program, to make a legislative 
document out of it. 

“This is a high-priority pro- 
gram,” said Young. “I’m very 
much encouraged by the interest 
in it within the department. Soil 
conservation is basically a prob- 
lem for the 582,000 farmers within 
the Missouri basin. However, 
some of the proposed measures 
that require structures are beyond 
whatafarmer ora group of farm- 
ers can do with their own re- 
sources, so they require govern- 
mental help. The program pro- 
vides for minor waterway struc- 
tures (dams) to supplement down- 
stream structures.” 

Young assured Gov. Carlson 
that the program should be ready 
for consideration by congressional 
committees early in May but he 
conceded that it was rather late in 
the season for Congress to act. 
Young told reporters that proj- 
ects for subordinate watersheds, 
such as.those mentioned by Carl- 
son, would be included in the 
prospective comprehensive pro- 
posal. 

Gov. Val Peterson of Nebraska 


The Johnson-Sullivan clash high- 
lights the difficulties of unifica- 
tion which took such cruel toll of 
James Forrestal. Both men sin- 
cerely think they are doing their 
duty and both are men who act 
when they think they are right. 

Difference of Opinion. 

The departing Secretary of the 
Navy believes that a unification 
which grants such power as John- 
son has just wielded—a greater 
power, he thinks, than the Presi-’ 
dent has—is wrong. He already 
had confided to his superiors that 
he hoped he would not have to 
testify before Congress on the 
new proposals to strengthen uni- 
fication by increasing the top 
man’s power. He could not in 
conscience support them, he said. 

The Secretary of Defense holds 
an equally firm opinion that the 
whole object of unification is to 
enable one man to resolve inter- 
service rivalries. If. he had not 
acted quickly and courageously on 
the laying of the super carrier’s 
keel, he ‘would have felt he was 
shirking. 

He has a strong defense against 
charges that he acted arbitrarily 
or impulsively. 

He talked three times about the 
carrier to Sullivan—inconclusive- 
ly, it is true, since their minds 
did not meet. He submitted the 
matter to the joint chiefs of staff 
and their presiding officer, Gen. 
Eisenhower. Gen. Eisenhower, 
Gen. Bradley and Gen. Vanden- 
berg of the Air Force said no. 
Only Adm. Denfeld said yes, go 


ahead. 
Majority Story. 

The majority story in brief was 
this: 

We may encounter an emerg- 
ency any day, and our -job is to 
be ready for it. At the same time, 
the defense budget has been cut 
so that we cannot have all we 
want, even perhaps all we think 
necessary. The super carrier can- 
not be ready for three years and 
its ultimate cost’'— ship, arms, 
planes, personnel—will yrun into 
millions we cannot even estimate. 
Above all, we think intercontinent- 
al bombers and bases now avail- 
able to us have outmoded that 
carrier. 

The Navy feels bitterly about 
what it refers to as the Army’s 
desertion. It is understood that 
Gen. Bradley and Gen. Eisenhow- 
er are influenced by recent dip- 
lomatic and technical advances 
affecting bomber range. 

This transition period in unifi- 
cation is trying many men and all 
tempers. There is also.a human 
factor: The Army and Navy sec- 
retaries were once Cabinet mem- 
bers; now, only the Secretary of 
Defense has that peculiar glory 
and intimacy with the President. 
The Air Force secretary never had 
it, so he cannot be said to have 
been demoted.

but that the new program will be 
comprehensive as to all branches 
of the department. There has 
been considerable speculation out- 
side the department as to what 
happened to change the character 
‘of the proposals in this way. The 
point was briefly alluded to in the 
discussion before Interagency, but 
Young declared there had been no 
inter-departmental rift over it. 

However, there have been re- 
ports among interested persons 
that the plan has been delayed 
by a clash of personalities and of 
bureaucratic interests within the 
department. It is understood that 
the program will tend to accentu- 
ate the activity of the Soil Con- 
servation Service, which furnishes 
technical service to farmers, rath- 
er than a rival bureau in the de- 
partment, the Production Market- 
ing Administration which makes 
certain cash payments to farmers 
who adopt conservation practices.

Ford Strike Sanction Still Held 
p by CIO. 

DETROIT, April 30 (AP)—High 
councils of the CIO United Auto 
Workers still held up their deci- 
sion today on strike sanction for 
60,000 Ford employes. It was in- 
dicated there would be no decision 
from the union before Monday in 
the “speed-up” dispute. 

Members of the UAW interna- 
tional executive board meanwhile 
met today with employes from the 
affected B building of Ford’s 
great rouge plant. Yesterday a re- 
ported dispute between the UAW 
top-level investigating committee 
and representatives of Rouge lo- 
cal 600 held up production. 

As a result, the company said, 
1500 men were made idle when 
it became necessary to halt the 
final assembly line. A company 
spokesman said 275 trim and 
cushion line workers quit their 
jobs as the union committee ar- 
rived to start its inquiry into Lo- 
cal 600’s charges of a “speed-up.” 

The UAW board has sanctioned 
a strike May 6 of 3500 Lincoln-

cury workers threatened a strike. 
The downward revision today was 
based on a company estimate of 
those affected.)

FUEL PRODUCED 
FROM OIL SHALE 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (UP)— 
Diesel oil and jet fuel of high 
quality have been produced syn- 
thetically at a cost “very close to, 
if not already” competitive with 
regular petroleum products, a 
Government expert said today. 

Homer Stewart of the Bureau of 
Mines synthetic fuels division, said 
that the synthetic jet fuel even 
“in some ways surpasses” military 
standards.

VOTE NEAR ON U.N. 
MINDSZENTY CASE 


Committee Puts Up to As- 
sembly Plan to Settle 
Such Disputes Under 


Peace Treaties.” 


NEW YORK, April 30 (AP)— 
The United Nations General As- 
sembly neared a decision today on 
an American-backed plan for dis- 
putes over the trials of religious 
leaders behind the “iron curtain” 
to be settled under the peace 
treaties. 

The question involved the trials 
and convictions of Cardinal Josef 
Mindszenty, Hungarian primate, 
and of 15 Protestant clergymen 
in Bulgaria. — 

The United States and a major- 
ity of the members of the As- 
sembly’s special Political Commit- 
tee voted to let the dispute go 
through the machinery for settle- 
ment set up in peace treaties with 
Hungary and Bulgaria. They also 
voted to keep the affair before 
the Assembly for review next fall. 
The full Assembly is debating 
whether to approve the committee 
report. 

Plea by U.S. Delegate. 

United States Delegate Benja- 
min VY, Cohen appealed yesterday 
to the Soviet bloc countries to 
lift the “iron curtain” and help 
build a friendly, peacefu] world. 
He said the United States would 
make every possible effort to see 
that fundamental freedoms are 
restored in the former enemy 
countries. 

Russian Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko, speaking 
against the committee decision, 
said Cardinal Mindszenty and his 
“henchmen” worked actively to- 
ward a new war with big power 
backing. 

“It is frightening to hear the 
word freedom from the American 
delegate, in whose country people 


cause they want to have freedom 
of political conviction,” Gromyko 
said. 

“Words of Self-Satisfied.” 


“The words of the United States 
delegate are nothing more than 
words of self-satisfied persons who 
look at the world through the 
rose-colored glasses of Wall Street 
brokers and who can’t see what is 
happening under their noses.” 

Gromyko declared that Minds- 
zenty “awaited with impatience a 
war between the United States 
and the Soviet Union. The dis- 
cussion here is aimed merely at 
covering up this criminal.” 

Over Soviet objections, the As- 
sembly voted to appoint a 15-na- 
tion committee to plan ways to 
shorten sessions of the General 
Assembly.

be permitted to leave voluntarily 


within 60 days, the Immigration 
Service announced yesterday, The 
departure, however, will carry 
with it all the penalties of depor- 
tation.

CONTEMPT CONVICTION

To do this, however, I think not 


: only the individual concerned, but 


his family as well, should realize 
that they must render themselves 
more or less impervious to attacks 
of all kinds. Legitimate criticism 
can hurt, but if it is honest it 
should never leave one bitter. But 
in public life one must prepare 
also for unforgivable and slander- 
ous attacks for purely political or 
persona] réasons.- 

It takes long education and a 
real determination to be useful in 
public sérvice to face thése almost 
inevitable results of being in pub- 
lic office. 

In addition, in politics your time 
is no longeft your own. If you aré 
in Congress you serve your con- 


stituents, and their interests must 
be paramount. You have a re& 
sponsibility to keep them informed 
as to the issues and the real 
situations as they comé up. All 
of this is going to give you an 
interésting life but less personal 
life than you might otherwise 
have. The public servant’s fam- 
ily must be willing to sacrifice 
personal interests and take afi 
interest also in public questions. 
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WHEN ALL THIS is said, how- 
ever, the fact remains that, to 
some men, public life, the serv- 
ices they can render and the feel- 
ing that they are helping to shape 
the history of their day, mean so 
much that other things are swal- 
lowed up in this main stream of 
interest, -

butter or margafine, flour, milk, 


egg yolks are géferally 

into the hot sauce, the extra in- 
gredient igs stirred in. The last 
and most careful process is fold- 
ing in the egg whites beaten fair- 
ly stiff and so carefully that the 
final combination is just as puffy 
as the whites themselves. When 
this fluffy mixture ig baked, the 
air within is bound to expand. 

In baking, it is important to 
cook egg whites at a low enough 
temperature and for long enough 
time to make them stand alone 
and hold their shape. This low 
temperature does not mean that 
the oven has to be really set at 
325 degreés Fahrenheit... A won- 
derful souffle can be baked at 
375 degrees provided the casserole 
is set ifi a pan of water to bake, 
The temperature of the water 
around the souffle never gets any 
hotter than boiling. This permits 
one to bake other foods that cook 
best at a higher temperature right 
in the same oven. 

Another controversial point 
about the making of souffles is 
the gréasing of the casserole. A 

reaséd one produces a side and 

ttom crust that is browner than 
one that is not greased and the 
crust comes loose from the sides 
easily. In an ungreased one, the 
souffle sticks to the sides arid it 
rises somewhat higher. is at- 
tachment makes it more ficult 
for the sottffle to fall down. When 
the souffle is baked in a pan of 
water, the asides and bottom do 
not brown. But if the foods that 
are cooked in the oven can be re- 
moved a short time before the 
souffle has finished baking, it can 
be removed from the water to 
finish bak on the oven rack 
and only a few minutes of extra 
baking will enable the souffle to 
acquire a beautiful crust on the

Three tablespoons butter, cne- 
fourth cup flour, one-half tea-
